Sandy Trail 
changes 
get the nod

An Innisfil developer drew the ire of 
town council after asking for zoning 
bylaw amendment. 

Maple Lane Homes had asked for 
the amendment for its Sandy Trail Sub- 
division, Summer Lane by Lake 
Simcoe, to increase lot coverage from 
the standard 35% maximum to 42% on 
nine of the 33 lots. 

In particular, the developer needed 
approval to increase the lot coverage 
on six lots that have already been sold. 

Innisfil council received a report and 
recommendation from staff on April 16 
suggesting the lot coverage be 
increased on eight of the lots to a maxi¬ 
mum of 42% for bungalows, and 37% 
for two-storey homes. 

Before the report was discussed, 
Maple Lane Homes spokesperson 
Edmund Daniel spoke in open forum. 

Daniel called the staff report "factu¬ 
ally correct," and the recommenda¬ 
tions "reasonable."

Feral cat makes amazing comeback

A free-wheeling Innisfil feline's 
nine lives are coming in handy. 

And a caring cat community is 
making it possible for 'Locus' — a 
young male born into a family of 
feral cats living in Sandycove Acres 
— to live a happy, if not somewhat 
unusual, life. 

He's pretty lucky to have a life at 
all, after surviving a freakish head 
injury at an animal hospital (result¬ 
ing in stem cell damage), enduring 
physiotherapy, pneumonia and 
then getting hooked up to a kitty 


version of a self-powered wheel¬ 
chair. 

Locus came to light during the 
Town of Innisfil's trap, neuter/spay 
and release pilot project to control 
some of the known feral cat 
colonies in Belle-Ewart, Alcona, 
Sandycove and Cookstown. Feline 
Fix, a Barrie-based volunteer group, 
is partnering with the town for the 
project. 

Plans are to live-trap the colonies 
of untamed and unsocialized feral 
cats, spay or neuter those that are 
healthy, and then adopt out those 
that are friendly, and relocate 
others through a 'Barn Buddies' 


program. Only those that are 
healthy but too wild to be adopted 
will be returned to their colony. But 
the cycle of reproduction will be 
ended, and the colonies will shrink 
by attrition. 

Locus' tale is fraught with bad 
luck and love. 

He was originally trapped in a 
feral colony by a volunteer in Feb¬ 
ruary and taken to an animal hospi¬ 
tal in Barrie. But when the cage 
door was opened, the cat bolted in 
fear, striking his head and leaving 
the young cat temporarily paral¬ 
ysed. 

"They didn't know what hap¬ 



pened at first," said Feline Fix vol¬ 
unteer Janet Kemp. 

An emergency veterinary clinic 
in Toronto x-rayed the cat's head 
and spine and determined there 
was stem cell damage. Feline Fix 
officials were advised that Locus 
could recover some or all of his 
mobility over the next three 
months, but would need intensive 
care and physiotherapy. 

Kemp was determined to take on 
the challenge, syringe-feeding him 
and carrying out physiotherapy. 
Locus was given his shots and 
neutered, and provided with a 
wheeled mobility cart during his 
rehab. 

"I had to do a lot of stretching 
and massaging of his joints," she 
said, as well as turning him over, 
every two hours in an effort to pre¬ 
vent pneumonia," she said, adding 
he did later contract the disease 
and spent 30 hours in intensive care 
before he was returned to her. 


But now, it's been eight weeks of 
recovery. 

"He's doing phenomenal: 85% 
recovered," she said. 

Locus is still shaky on his feet, 
but can walk — and even run — 
without his mobility cart. And he 
has found a "forever home" with 
her said Kemp. 

"He's not feral with me. We're so 
close," she said. "Everybody loves 
him. He makes your heart feel 
good. He's a miracle." 

The Feline Fix program is still 
looking for volunteers to assist with 
trapping, transportation and feed¬ 
ing and desperately needs a 'recov¬ 
ery centre', a warm, secure place 
where the caged feral cats can be 
kept. "It can be a six-foot by eight- 
foot space," Kemp said, although a 
bigger space would allow the pro¬ 
gram to do more. For more infor¬ 
mation, to donate food or cash, or 
to volunteer, contact felinefix@hot- 
mail.com.

Security 

bungled, 

again 

O ur country being one of the most digitally wired 
nations on the planet, Canadians need no lectures 
on how to protect their sensitive personal information — 
online or off. 

But our governments need to be read the riot act on 
privacy protection. 

Even before the Heartbleed bug became a household 
word, with the federal tax agency revealing the private 
information of about 900 people was compromised by 
hackers exploiting the software security flaw, we'd seen 
one too many gaffes by digital dough-heads in the public 
sector. 

In Ontario, a privacy breach at its elections agency in 
2012 stood to compromise data on up to four million 
voters when two small computer storage devices inexpli¬ 
cably vanished. 

Worse, the public wasn't even told until nearly three 
months after the gaffe was detected. 

Across Canada, 583,000 student loan borrowers were 
left potentially exposed the same year when it was 
revealed a hard drive from a giant federal department had 
disappeared, containing social insurance numbers, dates 
of birth, addresses, phone numbers and loan balances. 
An investigation found employees had flouted privacy 
laws and mishandled sensitive files. 

Taxpayers were left on the hook for millions of dollars 
in credit protection. 

Nationwide, the bureaucratic bungling goes on and on. 
The Canada Revenue Agency did not send out or lose 
the files on the village of taxpayers burned by the Heart- 
bleed attack on its website. 

The Mounties have charged a 19-year-old London 
computer science student with exploiting the security 
bug to swipe taxpayer data. 

Still, Canadians are entitled to ask why their federal 
government — one that's actively encouraged electronic 
filing of income-tax returns — was using software vulner¬ 
able to attack by a bug we now know the digital world has 
known about for at least two years. 

Tax returns are not like applications for hunting per¬ 
mits or tourism brochures provided by government web¬ 
sites. 

They contain some of the most sensitive data we have, 
especially social insurance numbers — gold master keys 
to ID theft. 

Canadians not only need — but also are entitled, by 
privacy laws, right across this country — to better protec¬ 
tion from their governments.

Federation welcomes 
the spring bear hunt 


n a well-considered move, Minister of 
Natural Resources David Orazietti 
recently announced a pilot spring bear 
hunt. 

The Ontario Federation of Agriculture 
(OFA) commends and supports the min¬ 
istry's decision to launch the hunt across 
eight northern Ontario wildlife manage¬ 
ment areas this spring. 

Since the annual spring hunt was can¬ 
celled in 1999, the rising bear population 
has put human safety at risk and caused 
increasing damage to agricultural crops 
and rural properties. 

The new six-week spring bear hunt 
pilot will run in select northern Ontario 
areas known for having the most public 
safety incidents involving the animals. 

According to the government, this proj¬ 
ect is aimed at cutting the number of 
emergency calls and instances when 
police are forced to shoot nuisance bears 
after failed trap-and-relocation efforts. 

A pilot-project approach to the bear 
hunt is a responsible and effective way to 



get the population under control, while 
examining the response and effectiveness 
of the hunt. 

The pilot will be strictly not for profit 
and further details on the anticipated 
2015 hunt are expected to be announced 
later this month. 

The 1999 cancellation of the annual 
spring bear hunt in Ontario was never 
clearly explained by the Ministry of Natu¬ 
ral Resources. The hunt generated mil¬ 
lions of dollars in economic activity 
annually across northern Ontario. 


The OFA believes reinstating the spring 
bear hunt will offer economic opportuni¬ 
ties to northern communities while pre¬ 
venting damage, danger and expense to 
rural communities and Ontario farm 
families. 

The OFA is launching an online cam¬ 
paign at actnow.ofa.on.ca to show our 
support of this spring's bear hunt pilot. 
OFA members can send an electronic 
letter of support to their MPP, Premier 
Kathleen Wynne, Minister Orazietti and 
other key policy makers. 

The OFA believes this hunt is impor¬ 
tant because it provides the means to 
manage potential threats to our safety 
and livelihoods, making for stronger farm 
businesses and rural communities. 

The OFA is pleased to work with the 
provincial government to find practical 
solutions to issues like wildlife damage 
and control.

In late May, Mr. Harper will be hosting a 
Child and Maternal Health Summit, and I 
hope he takes this opportunity to boost 
GAVI funding.

But, he added, "the only point that I would 
like to make is to set the record straight about 
the motivation behind the amendment. This 
is about giving six new homeowners the small 
changes they want. This is not about the 
developer making more money." 

Council was not impressed. 

Coun. Rod Boynton suggested that the 
developer should have asked for the 
increased lot coverage in 2009, "before the 
lots were sold." 

Boynton said he supported the recommen¬ 
dations, in part, because the storm water 
management pond has been deemed capable

of handling the additional runoff from the 
increased lot coverage. He expressed sympa¬ 
thy for the six new home-buyers, five of 
whom purchased bungalows necessitating 
the greater lot coverage, but said that he 
resented being asked to fix "the mistakes of 
their developer." 

Mayor Barb Baguley was opposed. "My 
children used to ask for forgiveness rather 
than ask permission," the mayor said, sug¬ 


gesting that the company sold the lots know¬ 
ing that they were not complying with the 
regulations. 

"Frankly, when you don't follow the rules, 
you pay the penalty. We should put a huge 
financial penalty against this development for 
not abiding by the bylaw." 

"We should have had this question before 


the lots were sold, not after the lots were 
sold," Baguley added. 

In a recorded vote, the recommendation to 
approve the zoning bylaw amendment and 
increase lot coverage for eight of the 33 lots 
was approved, 7-1. 

Only Mayor Baguley voted against; Deputy 
Mayor Dan Davidson was absent. 

The question of the treed buffer along the 
south edge of the property was also dis¬ 
cussed. 

Councillors were assured by staff that the 
increased lot coverage would have no impact 
on the treed buffer.

and the Resurrection. 

Costumed church members play 
the roles of His Disciples and fol¬ 
lowers, ordinary residents of 
Jerusalem, even Roman Centuri¬ 
ons, and Barabbas, the convicted 
rebel whose place on the Cross was 
taken by Jesus.

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Harsh winter brutal on Innisfil roads

The long cold winter of 2013-14 has taken a 
harsh toll on Innisfil roads. 

Director of engineering and deputy CAO 
Andy Campbell provided a heads-up to Inn¬ 
isfil council on April 16, warning that extraor¬ 
dinary road repairs may be needed — once 
the frost is out of the ground — requiring an 
additional budget allocation. 

"Until winter is fully gone, we're having a 
challenge. We can't do a lot until the weather 
turns and the frost is out," Campbell said. 

He added that preliminary assessment 
suggests that some roads rated in moderate 
condition last year, and expected to last sev¬ 
eral more years, have completely deteriorated

over the winter. 

The town has set aside $1 million per year 
in the budget for road repairs. 

It will add another $2 million to the budget 
next year, but it would take "$300 million to 
repair all of the roads in our Master Plan," 
Campbell said. 

"We'll have some fiscal challenges to talk 
about." 

He told council that the roads would be 
evaluated and a report presented in May. Iin 
the meantime, he said, road crews will con¬ 


tinue to patch the potholes. 

The town is also looking at increased costs 
to replace damaged road signs. 

"There's been a great amount of sign 


damage this year because of how high the 
snowbanks were," said Mayor Barb Baguley. 

"It has been a brutal winter for our roads," 
agreed Coun. Lynn Dollin, of the damage 
Mother Nature inflicted.. 

She said she hoped to see more gas tax rev¬ 
enues coming in to go to road repairs. 

"If we could do them all, we would. We get 
an allowance. We've spent all of our 
allowance."

Hairstylists go to school to learn 
their styling skills. 

They study, serve an apprentice¬ 
ship, and finally "graduate" to 
employment in a salon, in a cus¬ 
tomer service-oriented industry. 

But under the new Ontario Col¬ 
lege of Trades, established by the 
McGuinty government in 2009, they 
are now required to also have a 
Grade 12 diploma, write and pass a 
written test, and pay an additional 
fee - $150 plus HST to take the test, 
$120 plus HST per year for their 


"ticket" from the Ontario College of 
Trades (OCT). 

Salons and stylists are fighting 
back. 

They have launched a 'Cut the 
Salon Tax' campaign and organized 
the Ontario Hairstylists' Association 
to bring the new regulations to the 
attention of the public, and push 
back against the additional costs 
and requirements that could drive 
some long-time stylists out of the 
business. 

If a stylist can't pass the test, no 
matter how skilled they may be, 
they can't practice their art, "taking 
people out of this trade, and 


making it difficult for salons to find 
skilled people," said Lynda Murphy, 
spokesperson for the campaign. 

"There are still a lot of hairstylists 
who don't know about it," Murphy 
added. "We get nothing out of this. 
We don't need it. This is an unnec¬ 
essary tax. They're trying to regulate 
us, and it's not required!" 

The hairstylists have the support 
of the provincial Progressive Con¬ 
servatives. 

Simcoe North MPP Garfield 
Dunlop (who is also PC Critic for 
Skilled Trades and Apprenticeship 
Reform) has been taking a critical 
look at the operation of the Ontario 


College of Trades, and on April 22, 
met with stylists at First Haircutters 
Salon in Bradford to make a prom¬ 
ise: If elected, the PCs will abolish 
the Ontario College of Trades. 

"I've never seen anything so 
badly done. The people who are 
paying the bill, the 157 trades, 
they're not being communicated 
with," Dunlop said. "It's a huge 
bureaucracy that's been created, on 
Bay Street of all places", complete 
with "enforcement cops." 

He noted that the college already 
has 11 staff members on the Sun¬ 
shine List earning over $100,000 a 
year "and you're paying for it," 
Dunlop told the stylists. 

Opposition to the college has 
been growing. 

Initially, seven organizations 
formed a coalition to oppose the 
new regulatory college. 

That coalition has now grown to 
41, representing about 350,000 
employees, and is about to grow 
again with the application by the 
Carpenters' Trade Board to have 
carpentry declared a compulsory 
trade under the OCT. 

If that happens, long-time car¬ 
penters, renovators and framers 
could find themselves shut out of 
the business and forced to take an 
apprenticeship (although there is a 
shortage of apprenticeship place¬ 
ments) and made to write a written 
test although a highly skilled 


tradesman might not be proficient 
in English. 

"You'd have to be out of your 
mind to do that. We're going to fight 
that all the way," said Dunlop, 
promising that the Ontario College 
of Trades "will be an election issue." 

"The NDP and the Liberals both 
support the Ontario College of 
Trades. They've had opportunities 
to vote this down," he added. 

"They're trying to say the Ontario 
College of Trades is trying to save 
the average consumer from 'bad 
trades', " said Murphy, suggesting 
that the college is more interested 
in the money, than consumer pro¬ 
tection. 

Although she hasn't been 
"behind the chair" since the late 
1990s, instead focusing on adminis¬ 
tration, Murphy was able to send in 
her documentation and received 
her hairstylists' card, on paying the 
$120 plus HST. "They wanted my 
$137." 

Another stylist said she had paid 
her fee in August 2013 but still 
hadn't received her ticket. 

"It makes no sense," said York 
Simcoe MPP Julia Munro, who 
joined Dunlop at the salon. 

"That's why we made the com¬ 
mitment, that we would end it. To 
us, it's job-killing. It's a totally inap¬ 
propriate way to go into the future," 
she said.

The Town of Innisfil: 
Noise By-Law 131-12

As it is finally beginning to feel like Spring, more 
of us will want to be outdoors so we can enjoy the 
wonderful weather. We must be mindful however of 
the Town of Innisfil’s Noise By-law, which regulates 
the emission of sounds. 

The By-law defines Noise as any unwanted or 
meaningless sound that exceeds 90 decibels 
and is likely to disturb the inhabitants of the 
municipality. Such disturbance is prohibited and 
deemed an offence under the Provincial Offences 
Act, with penalties of up to $5,000. 

Some common noise prohibitions in residential 
areas are: 

•The detonation of fireworks at all times 
except for Victoria Day, Canada Day, American 
Independence Day and New Years Eve 

• The discharge of firearms - at all times 

• Sound from audio or visual device, public 
address system, sound equipment, loud 
speaker or any musical or sound producing 
instrument at such volume as to disturb the 
peace, quiet or comfort of any individual - at 
all times 

• Persistent barking, calling or whining by any 
domestic pet or any other animal kept or used 
for any purpose other than agriculture - at all 
times 

• Yelling, shouting, hooting or other boisterous 
activity - at all times 

•The operation of any heavy equipment in 
connection with commercial construction 
activities - 8 pm to 7 am (Mon - Fri) and every 
Saturday, Sunday or statutory holiday. 

• Racing of any motor vehicle other than in a 
racing event permitted by law - at all times 

• Operation of motor vehicle horn or other 
warning device except where required or 
authorized by law or in accordance with good 
safety practices. 

The By-law provides for the exemption of the noise 
prohibitions for: 

/ emergency measures undertaken for the 
immediate health, safety or welfare of 
residents, or for the preservation or restoration 
of property 

/ provision of essential services, such as police, 
ambulance and fire 

/ a recognized festival 

/ ringing of church bells or chimes 

/ bona-fide farming operations 

NB: Any person may make an Application for 
Exemption to the Director of Infrastructure under 
Noise By-Law No. 131-12, to be granted an 
exemption from the provisions of this by-law with 
respect to any source or noise for which he/she 
might be prosecuted.

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Cormorants making their move

In the last couple of days, one couldn't help 
but notice the black, brooding shapes of 
double-crested cormorants festooning the 
trees along the recently altered canal, south 
of town. 

The trees along the new canal bed have 
probably meant better perching and spotting 
sites for fishing birds. Other birds, such as 
ospreys, may also benefit from this change 
but the cormorants are not a welcome sight 
by many, since their populations have sky¬ 
rocketed. 

Fishermen see them as unwanted competi¬ 
tors, and their nesting islands become 
barren, as trees succumb to their corrosive 
guano or droppings. This can create quite an 
eyesore. 

It wasn't that long ago that cormorants 
were unheard of in the Bradford area, but in 
recent years they have moved from the Great 
Lakes into Lake Simcoe and many lakes in 
cottage country. Could it be that the water 
has actually become more habitable for fish, 
and the cormorants have taken advantage of 
this? 

There are four species of cormorants found 
in Canada. Cormorants are close relatives of 
pelicans, and have a small throat pouch used 
to hold fish they have caught while diving. 

In ancient China, cormorants were cap¬ 


tured and trained by fisherman to catch and 
retrieve fish for them and along the coast of 
South America, cormorant guano is valued as 
a fertilizer. 

But here in Canada they are maligned as a 
pest. There are even control programs in 
place to reduce their populations. 

Unlike most water birds, they have no 
waterproof oil on their feathers, so they must 


spread their wings out to dry. Otherwise, they 
will not be buoyant enough in the water. 
Their untidy nests are often a flimsy cradle for 
their featherless, rubbery-looking young, who 
are fed on regurgitated fish. 

On May, I will be part of a team that will 
dutifully check off cormorant as we tally the 
different species of birds we see from dawn to 
dusk, during the Baillie Birdathon. The Bir-

dathon is named after a legendary Canadian 
naturalist, fim Baillie, whom I had the pleas¬ 
ure of meeting as a teen, a few months prior 
to his passing. 

The York-Simcoe Naturalists' Club is cur¬ 
rently looking for sponsors.

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(NC) To make sure, every time, 
that we are cooking and serving that 
fabulous barbecue taste, we must 
take the time to clean the grill, say 
advisors in this field. 

According to the 25th annual 
Weber Canadian GrillWatch Survey, 
Canadians are avid and passionate 
grillers with 84% grilling once a week 
or more during barbecue season. But 
when it comes to cleaning, it's a dif¬ 
ferent story with 68% of Canadians 
cleaning their grill from once to only 
a few times a year. 

In addition, 56% of grillers under¬ 
stand that there is a specific or cor¬ 
rect way to clean a gas grill, but only 
a very few know what that means 
and what is involved. 

According to Weber Grills, a thor¬ 
ough cleaning and inspection should 
be done at least once a year—and 
more often than that if the grill is 
used year-round. Inspect and clean 
the cooking grates, burner tubes, fla- 
vourizer bars, warming racks, exte¬ 
rior elements, and grease collec¬ 
tion tray. Be sure to check all gas fit¬ 
tings and hoses for leaks and replace 
if needed. You will need a stainless 
steel grill brush, fine steel wool pads, 
mild dish soap, a sponge or dish¬ 
cloth, and a 1" plastic putty knife, all 
easily found at your local hardware 
store. 

Here are five easy steps to follow to 
keep your gas grill in top shape: 

• Clear the burner tubes of any 
blockages—A blockage can be any¬ 
thing from spider webs or debris 
inside the manifolds or burner tubes 


that restricts gas flow and may pre¬ 
vent the igniter from lighting. To 
clean tubes, brush the portholes 
with a stainless steel wire brush in an 
up and down motion. Do not brush 
lengthwise across the ports, as this 
will only push debris from one hole 
to another. 

• Clean the heat distribution sys¬ 
tem—Many grills contain heat dis¬ 
tribution systems such as flavourizer 
bars to help prevent flare-ups. To 
clean them, simply turn your grill on 
high and allow the residue to burn 
off. Occasionally brush the bars with 
a grill brush or scrape with a putty 
knife. Then wipe with a cloth and 
warm soapy water. 

• Clean the warming racks—A 
soapy, fine steel wool pad will keep 
the warming racks and grill basket 
clean and free of smoke stains and 
debris. Rub the racks gently and then 
rinse thoroughly. 

• Carefully scrape the inside of 
the grill with a putty knife, and push 
the residue through the bottom hole. 
Remove the bottom tray from under 
the grill and empty debris in a trash 
can. To thoroughly clean the tray, 
use warm soapy water and a fine 
steel wool pad. Make sure you also 
clean the catch pan and replace the 
liner monthly, or as needed. 

• Clean grease drippings on exte¬ 
rior surfaces by using mild, soapy 
water. Never use an abrasive lem¬ 
on-based solution or oven-cleaner 
as it can scratch the stainless steel or 
remove the paint finish. If you have 
a stainless steel finish, use an envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly stainless steel 


cleaner and a soft cloth to remove 
fingerprints and give it a nice shine. 
For porcelain enamel finishes, use a 
cloth and warm soapy water. 

While cleaning the grill, take 
stock of any rusted or corroded 
pieces. Call the manufacturer's cus¬ 
tomer service to order parts or to 
locate a dealer in your area that car¬ 
ries original parts. Protect your grill 
from the elements by investing in a 
durable, weather-resistant cover.

Fire destroys 
Gilford home

INNISFIL- An unoccupied home undergoing 
renovations was destroyed by fire, and several 
nearby homes were damaged, by a blaze in Gil¬ 
ford, Wednesday night. 

Gilford resident David Paquette was just put¬ 
ting the kids to bed around 10:30 p.m. when he 
saw flames outside his window. 

Paquette gathered up the kids and bundled 
them into the car, driving them to safety down 
the road, before returning to rouse the neigh¬ 
bour on the other side of the now-blazing build¬ 
ing. 

"We only had 10 minutes before the whole 
thing was engulfed," he said, adding he feared 
the flames would spread. 

"I was just concerned it was going to spread to 


my house... I was amazed at how fast it spread," 
he said. 

Firefighters responded within minutes, using 
tanker trucks to relay water from the nearest 
hydrant on Everett Drive, to temporary reser¬ 
voirs set up on the Gilford Road, providing water 
for the pumper trucks and hoses. A nearby, 
newly-constructed fire hydrant had not yet been 
connected to the water system. 

Fire crews were unable to save the burning 
home, but kept the flames from spreading to 
nearby houses. Three homes and a trailer sur¬ 
rounding the blazing building suffered some fire 
damage. 

No one was injured, but firefighters remained 
on the scene Thursday morning to determine 
the cause.
